Parade Breaks up as Re- 
port Comes From Pic- 
keters That Strike 
Breakers Taken Into! 
Plant—No Injuries or} 


Property Damage. 
STRATFORD, Ont., Sept. 28.— 

Enraged by reports the Swift 
Canadian Company had taken 12 
strike-breakers into their packing 
plant to load poultry, strikers this 
afternoon- abandoned a parade 
through Stratford's streets to sur- 
round the company’s property. 

Police rushed to the plant with 
the rioting strikers and prevailed 
upon them not to force an entrance 
or destroy property, on the proise 
that a select committee would be 
allowed to go through the property 
and investigate the report. 

A few minutes earlier, Chief of 
Police Charles Gagen had fallen to 
the street with a heart attack as he 
watched an apparently peaceful 
parade of 3,500 strikers and sympa: | 
thizers. 


SCENE CHANGES 

Then came the rumor from the 
picket lines that strike breakers had 
been taken into. the big packing 
plant. Abruptly the scene changed 
Surging toward the plant the dem- 
onstrators packed closely around 
the building. Police prevailed upon 
them to back away until the report | 
that an attempt was being made to 
load poultry could be investigated, 
and while their committee entered 
the building the strikers kept their

“Only Protecting My Daughter as Any 


Forced to action by what he believes to be a deliberate 
campaign of misrepresentation and innuendo started followe 
ing the commencement of the seduction action against Pre- — 
mier J. E. Brownlee in Supreme Court here, A. D. MacMillan, 
father of the girl in the case, and Mayor of Edsoa, today, 
issued a statement denying any connection with politician® 
or politics in the matter, and stating that his only interest 
is the protection of his daughter. ey 

“TI am acting as any other father would act,” he said. 
“That is my sole concern in this matter.” 


SOLELY A PRIVATE MATTER 

The statement, issued over his own signature, and that 

of his daughter, reads as follows: 

“St has been brought to my attention that rumors 

are being circulated to the effect that the action my 

daughter and I have started in court against Honorable 

J. E. Brownlee, is the result of a political plot Isunched 

by one of the political parties opposed to the U, F. A. 

government in order to do injury to that government, 
and its leader purticularly. 

“This implies that we have lent ourselves to some 
political machine for a most improper and corrupt pur- 
pose, that our own motives are dishonorable and that we 
have allowed the good name of our family to be used 
for the political advantage of strangers, we being, until 
now, supporters of the Brownlee government. 

“We wish to state most emphatically that sach 
rumors ure absolutely false. Those who are responsible 
for their circulation are evidently ignorant of the facts. 
Our action is solely a private matter between ourselves 
and Mr. Brownlee. I am only doing what it appears to me 
to be necessary to protect my daughter and any other 
young woman from the country who may find employ- 
ment in the cities. If the case does give rise to any inci- 
dental political consequences, it is of no concern to us 
whatsoever. We have aot at any time had any contact or 
relation with any politician or political party in regard 
to this most unfortunate matter. 

“The spreading of such rumors is unfair to us and 
we sincerely hope that our burden will not be increased 
by any further mention of the matter.

CANCER DURING 


YEAR IN ALTA. 


Ignorance of Early Indica- 
tions of Disease Hinder 
Treatment 


Ignorance of the early indications 
of cancer on the part of the public 
and failure to realize the early man- 
ifestations of the disease are the two 
prime causes of delay in obtaining 
recognized types of treatment 
according to the of the 
Cancer Committee of the Alberta 
Medical Association submitted by 
Dr. Harold Orr as secretary of the 
committee, 

The report shows 542 cases of can- 
cer reported during the year by 
doctors and hospitals and a total of 
528 deaths through this cause were 
recorded. The majority of these 
latter cases were old standing. 

“In reviewing the cases reported. 
the fact that in almost one hundred 
per cent of cases treatment was 
given promptly after diagnosis, is 
significant. Poverty as a reason 
for delayed treatment was given in 
one case only, and in this case the 
radiologist concerned offered to 
provide the treatment, but the pa- 
tient refused to. accept treatment 
until he was in a position to pay 
for same, In a few cases surgical 
tregiment. was unduly prolonged 
becaure of the patient's fear of an 
operation or his desire to try the 
various quack remedies and consult 
vartous “quacks. 

DIAGNOSIS DELAYED

nurpber of cases for months, and 
even years, after the apparent onset

Average hourly earnings of wage- 
earners in 25 manufacturing indus- 
tries reporting to the National In- 
dustrial’ Board rose from 455 cents 
in July to 49.7 cents in August, or 
9,2 per cent, while average hours of 
work a week fell from 42.6 to 38.8, 
or 89 per cent. : $ 

The net ‘result was a slight. rise 
of 10 cents, or 0.5 per cent in av- 
erage weckly earnings, which were 
$19.15 in July and $19.25 in: August. 
Since, however, the cost of living 
rose relatively more between these 
two months than did average 
weekly earnings, real weekly earn- 
ings declined 1.8 per cent 

The number of persons employed 
increased 86 per cent in August 
over July and, since the contents 
of the average weekly pay en- 
velope increased slightly in August. 
Total pay roll disbursements in the 
25 manufacturing industries rose 
more than nine per cent, Total 
man-hours worked were 1.2 per 
cent, less in August than in July. 
In the aggregate, the changes were 
looked upon as reflecting the gov- 
ernment’s industrial policies, rather 
than increased business activity. 


HIGHER POINT REACHED 
Wholesale prices—the Jabor de- 
partment’s gauge of the cost of liv- 
ing—reached a higher point during 
the week ended September 23 than 
in any similar period this year. The 
index figure, taking 1926 as 100, 
was 71.5, an increase of 20 per cent, 
since March 4, when the index 
dropped to 59.6. The figure for the 
week ended September 16 was 70.5. 
Increases in farm prices were re- 
sponsible for most of the gain, ris- 
ing more than six per cent with 
grains, livestock and cotton leading. 
In reporting the return of 815,000 
to work in August, President Wil- 
liam Green of the Federation of 
Labor said trade union reports for 
the first part of September indicat- 
ed the re-employment programme 
was still going ahead.

OAK TREES IN ALBERTA? 

Last spring the provincial department of 
lands and mines sent out some 300,000 
caragana seedlings for planting around 
schools and community centres, together 
with 10,000 little spruce trees. Plans for 
the coming year are now being made, on 
the basis that the demand next spring will 
be decidedly greater, as seems probable. 
Beside seedlings, it is proposed to send out 
a large quantity of caragana seeds which 
the applicants will sow in selected loca- 
tions. 

The department is making a departure 
in experimental work from which import- 
ant results—or none at all—may flow. A 
supply of acorns is to be secured from 
Manitoba, where a variety of the oak 
grows native, and tests will be made as to 
the possibility of getting this tree to grow 
in Alberta. 

A good deal of attention will no doubt 
be directed to this attempt to introduce 
one of the “eastern” hard-wood trees into 
this province. Tree-growing in Alberta is 
still in the experimental stage, and where 
the ash and elm have been introduced with 
marked success it is early to say that even 
most of the trees found in the older pro- 
vinces cannot be got to thrive here. 

The minister in charge, Hon. R. G. Reid, 
is an enthusiast on the subject of tree- 
growing; than which no branch of the Pro- 
vincial Government's responsibilities of- 
fers a wider opportunity for valuable de- 
velopment work. In this he will have the 
deep interest and best wishes of everyone 
who knows anything of the value of for- 
ests, who understands the worth of wind- 
breaks and shelter-belts, or who loves a 
tree—and who doesn't?

A VICTIM OF THE MOSQUITO 

On this date, in 1819, there was 
a proof of the fact that when you 
are warding off the attacks of 
one or more mosquitoes you are 
an insect 
which has sent thousands of vic- 
tims to early graves which also 
took its part in altering the face 
of our politics. Even the most 
careless studeni of our early his- 


| tory realizes that chief among the 


} figured. 


problems of the pioneer settlers 
was how to fight the fever and 
ague which claimed so many vic- 
tims. At Niagara, on the more 
western frontier, at York itself, 
Simcoe and his people suffered 
seriously from malaria and its 
accompaniment (perhaps cause) 
the mosquito; and even today, in 
some country districts, the open 
water barrel or the neglected 
puddle breeds its wigglers, to 
grow into “skitters” and inject all 
sorts of disease into human bodies. 

Mr. Justice Riddell has dwelt 
upon three incidents in our his- 
tory in which the mosquito has 
The most important of 
these relates to that stormy 
petrel, Robert F. Gourlay. When 
that fiery Scot came to Upper

The Passing Show 
The death of Mrs. Annie Besant at her palatial 
retreat in India a week ago, rouses some personal 
speculations on my part. At first 1 wrote 
“memories” instead of “speculations,” but, truth is, 
T have no memory of the great Theosophical leader, 
though fifty years ago or so when Mrs. Besant was 
lecturing on Socialism and I was a mite with flaxen 
curls where beauty no longer reigns, Mrs. Besant, 
IT am told, made frequent urgings on my mother, 
to allow her to adopt this one of the flock as her 
own. Not even the assurances that all education 
and wise shepherding could do for me, would be 
mine, could induce my mother to part with her 
offspring. Years later, when the young Krish- 
namurti, Mrs. Besant's later protege, was being 
heralded as the new Messiah, my mother felt 
twinges of conscience at reflecting on the high 
estate that might have been mine. : 
Today, instead of writing a daily “Passing 
Show,” I might be living in luxurious semi-retire- 
ment on the offerings of the faithful, rewarding 
them from time to time by some veiled allusion 


to fearful truth on the esoteric mysteries. It would | 


be easier as well as more profitable.

Reading the iife of this passionate pilgrim, one 
can understand the hunger she had for a child to 
take the place of the boy and girl she had borne 
to her husband—an Anglican clergyman of austere 
life—and who were denied her by the courts after 
she left his roof in pursuit of truth and freedom. 

She was 86 when she died from no malady but 
old age. Physically and mentally she was worn 
out. Eighty-six is not old for those who have 
good inherited constitutions, are happy in their 
life work and lead lives free from excésses. It is 
said that her last years were marred by disappoint- 
ment over Jeddu Krishnamurti, who repudiated the 
high claims his mentor made for him, and set out 
on a career of his own. 

Save for Charles Bradlaugh, with whom she had 
an invigorating companionship, mental! and other- 
wise, at a critical time in her life, before she de- 
serted agnosticism for Theosophy, Mrs. Besant 
seems to have been unfortunate in her men asso- 
ciates. The soft life and comforts of official Theos- 
ophy cannot appeal to the heroic type. I confess 
I admire Mrs. Besant herself more in the days 
when she was fighting for women’s rights and 
mental freedom than as the wealthy head of a 
religious cult that deals in mysteries. Why should 
vital truth, if it is vital, be a matter of mystery? 


Shakespeare's problem that he puts in Hamlet's 
famous soliloquy on “To be, or not to be” has be- 
come a theme of discussion in some circles by ‘the 
surprising suicide, while at the 
career, of one of the most learned and honored 
members of the bar of British Columbia. Usually 
when a man in middle life takes his quietus, it 
signifies loneliness, failure, debt, a hopeless love 
affair, unhappy home life, shattered nerves, finan- 
cial entanglement or recourse to drink. In the 
case of Mr. E. C. Mayers, K.C., there were none 
of these elements. A man of very high rectitude 
as well as of exceptional scholarly and legal attain- 
ments, he was a model of self-control and personal 
probity. He had recently had a beautiful home 
built at Victoria. Outside of his important and 
lucrative practice, he gave himself up to study. 

An attendant found him seated in a chair in 
his private chambers. Among the letters he had 
written a few hours before and had arranged in 
orderly fashion on his desk, was one addressed to 
the coroner, reading: 

Dear sir: Owing to the approach of blind- 
ness, I have found it necessary to commit 
suicide and I have accordingly taken an over- 
dose of veronal. I am quite in my right mind. 

(Sed) E. C. Mayers. 

The curt, precise phraseology was typical of his 

pronouncements. 
us = ae 

Without ever volunteering his private beliefs 
upon others, Mayers held rationalistic views on 
life and religion. Those who knew him can sense 
the calm and collected attitude he would have 
toward death. Yet it is thet calm view of death in 
the man in full possession of his mental faculties, 
that is so hard to understand. 

Most of us who have reached middle life have 
known what it is to look death in the face, in 
moments of hazard—in shipwreck, train wreck, 
auto smashes or instant calls to risk, when one has 
no time to think of fear. To millions of men be- 
tween 1914 and 1918 Death was a daily comrade. 

One can understand the heroic gesture of Aria, 
when her husband, Paetus, shrank from carrying 
out the command of the Roman en.peror to kill 
himself. Mortified at the lack of courage in her 
husband, Aria snatched the poniard from her 
husband's belt and gave herself a mortal stab in 
the breast, saying. “Do thus, Paetus,” adding, as 
she drew the knife from the wound to hand it to 
her husband, the immortal words, “Pate, non dolet” 
(Paetus, it is not painful). One can even under- 
stand the aged woman recluse who died at San 
Francsico last week of starvation rather than ask 
or solicit public relief. One can understand the 
man who has actually lost his sight, and finds 
blindness unendurable, taking the fateful step. 
What steely nerve and Roman will is required to 
discount the future and end it before the evil falls? 

And the sober fact is that the evil doesn't always 
fall—not even when predicted by doctors. Lord 
Grey of Falloden, ten years before \is recent death, 
faced the threat of blindness, but after having some 
decayed teeth extracted the eye malady disap- 
peared. Last week I stood at a postal wicket in 
line behind a man who I had seen a year before in 
hospital, announcing that he would take a chance 
on death before he'd have his leg amputated. He 
was standing on two good legs. A predecessor at 
the same bar as Mr. Mayers—the late Joseph 
Martin, K.C.—took the same chance many years 
before when told he would die unless he had a leg 
amputated, and lived for over 20 years thereafter. 

Even blindness, when it comes in manhood, 
doesn't end all. It came so to my former colleague 
“Harris Turner, who lost the sight of both eyes 
during action in France. It has not dimmed his 
humor, quenched his spirit or detracted from his 
usefulness. Harris Turner since his blindness has 
sat in the Saskatchewan legislature, edited the 
Western Producer and more recently has been 
writing political skits in Shakespearean manner 
on the British Columbia situation. 

Few people suffering hardship and uncertainty 
during the depression have taken a short cut to 
forgetfulness. Hardship, apparently, does not un- 
dermine the will to live in the same way that some 
dimases do by causing subtle chemical changes in 
the body.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank MeCoy 


WHAT ABOUT SALT? 

Jack Dempsey, the prizé-fighter, toughened and 
ha-dened his fists by soaking them in brine, it is 
said. This is an unusual use for salt, which is a 
mineral that many of you take in your food ebout 
ten to fifteen times a day. Because the taxing of 
sal! offers an easy way to collect money, several 
countries pay part of the expenses of government 
by placing a tax on it; for example, salt is taxed in 
France and India. In China the 
tax on salt amounts to such a 
‘high figure that it comes first 
above any other tax. 

Although salt is such @ com- 
mon seasoning, it is not a néces- 
sary flavoring, and you would 
be just as healthy if you never 
had it if your diet was other- 
wise well planned. Salt is one 
of those things we have gotten 
used to liking. One who does 
not use salt for a time and thus 
becomes unaccustomed to it in 
almost every dish he eats, does 
Dr. F. McCoy not miss it, and in fact, objects 
strenuously if only a little bit is added to the food. 
If calt is added in the quantity acceptable to most 
pecple, he will complain that it spoils the flavor. 

No necessity exists for the use of salt, as it is 
an inorganic substance that is not used by the body 
and acts @s an irritant to the mucous membranes. 
At no time does it become a real part of the cell 
structure, but remains a waste product. 

Cooks argue that the addition of salt improves 
the flavof of cooked foods. This is more or less 
true when foods, such as vegetables, are improp- 
erly cooked in such a manner that their own nat- 
ural mineral elements are cooked out of them. But 
if you will learn how to cook vegetables properly, 
using no extra water, you will find that the nat- 
ural salts remain in sufficient quantity for the 
food to have a delicious taste that you have never 
known before. 

As for raw salads, they are so desirable in fla- 
vor just as they are that I have never been able to 
understand why anyone wished to spoil the deli- 
cate taste with strong seasonings. I would suggest 
that you begin today to leave salt off your salads 
and to serve your cooked vegetables with very 
little or no salt They may then be seasoned at 
the table by adding salted butter. This will cut 
down on the amount of salt used. If you will stop 
and count up how much salt you use in a single 
day, when ycu add a teaspoonful here and several 
pinches there, you will readily understand that 
the amount in the food is really very large. 

Most people want salt on meat, and this may 
be added, however, the amount may be cut down 
in most cases, with only beneficial results. The 
use of large quantities of salt creates an artificial 
thirst and you know that if you eat a salty meat 
for luncheon that you will be drinking water very 
frequently the rest of the afternoon. One who eats 
salty pretzels will find that he has a much greater 
thirst for beer than he would ordinarily have. 

Many people enjoy celery salt instead of the 
ordinary table salt, and I see no objection to adding 
this tasty and wholesome product to foods, if de- 
sired. Celery salt is an organic product, that is, 
it has been organized by the plant and in that state 
becomes usable by man. The same is not true of 
table salt, which is an inorganic mineral. The nat- 
ural salts as found in plants are perfectly whole- 
some and should not be confused with table salt. 

I am sure that a moderate armount of salt will 
no! injure the average person who has always used 
a lot of it, but it is a good plan to try to reduce 
gradualiy the amount of salt you use, unti! you 
find you can get along without it. You will then 
first begin to enjoy the real flavors of different 
foods which are so easily spoiied by excessive salt- 
Ing. ° 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: S. P. writes: “Is olive oil good for 
constitpation, liver and kidney trouble? If so, 
what amount and when should it be taken?” 

ANSWER: Olive oil is a very good oi] to use, 
and may be taken in Jarge quantities if one en- 
joys the taste. One suffering from constipation and 
liver trouble will often be greatly benefited by 
taking as much as four ounces of olive oil just be- 
fore retiring. If this is combined with about four 
ounces of grapefruit juice, it will be found more 
palatable. The mixture should be made into an 
emulsion through vigorous shaking and stirring. 
This may be taken with benefit at least once a 
week, and some have found quicker results through 
using this large quantity of olive oil every night 
before retiring, for a period of two or three weeks. 

QUESTION: Y. B. writes: “Would like to ask 
why you never mention onions. I have always been 
under the impression that the onion was a healthful 
vegetables ” 

ANSWER: The only practical use to the human 
that I have been able to find for the onion is to 
fry it in grease and apply it as a poultice over 
irritated iungs. The irritation produced by the 
onions on the skin is sufficient to act as a counter- 
irritant in much the same way as the mustard 
plaster acts, but this irritating effect is not desir- 
able inside the stomach or intestines.

A few years ago some dietitians 
regarded pie crust with much dis- 
favor and proclaimed it as indiges- 
tible. Now nutrition specialists tell 
us that well-baked pastry is as 
tompletely digested by the normal 
healthy individual as any other 
form of baked stuff. 

The ideal pie crust is flaky and 
tender. In appearance it is a gold- 
en brown color 
round the edge 
end a somewhat § 
lighter brown on 
the bottom and in 
the centre of the 
top crust. Its sur- 
face is rough, al- 
most  blistered 
rather than firm 
and smooth. It 
should be crisp 
throughout.

Good pastry is not just luck nor 
Mere guess. Careful methods and’!

PLAIN PASTRY FOR PIES 

There are several kinds of 
pastry — plain, rich and puff or 
French. The average pie, however, | 
is made with plain pastry and the, 
woman who masters this branch of 
pastry making can be well satis- 
fied. 

A good bread flour makes a 
flakier crust than pastry flour | 
Pastry flour makes a crumbly, tén-| 
dér crust. Of course, either vari-| 
ety of flour can be used with sat- 
isfactory results. } 

A good quality of shortening | 
should be used, because this large- | 
ly determines the flavor of the 
crust. Lard or vegetable fat is | 
used as preferred.

The proportion of fat and flour 
with the minimum amount of wa- 
ter is great importance, but the 
method of mixing the ingrédients 
also must be painstakingly observ- 
ed. The tendency to overmix the 
materials is usually the beginner's 
worst fault. A pastry blender is a 
decided help to the novice because 
it prevents the fat from warming 
and softening. 


HOW TO ADD WATER 

The addition of water is another 
ticklish point. Too much water| 
makes a heavy, tough dough. Toss} 
the mixture lightly, using no pres- 
sure and adding water a little at a 
time until all the particles are 
dampened. Water must be added 
in such a way that it is evenly 
distributed among all the little 
flour-coated particles of fat. Then 
press the dampened edges together 
to see if they will stick. If they 
remain apart, sprinkle a few more 
drops of water through the mix- 
ture. 

Always work as quickly as pos- 
sible, reducing both the time and 
the handling of the dough to a 
minimum. 

Cold ingredients and utensils are 
also important factors in the mak- 
ing of tender, flaky pie crust. 

Use one and one-half cups flour, 
one-half cup shortening, 42 tea- 
spoon salt and four tablespoons of 
cold water to make one 8-inch 
double crust pie.

Two factors 
are Jargely responsible for the 
decision of the Edmonton Rugby 
Football Association. One is the 
lack of senior material and the 
other is the lack of support on the 
part of the public. 

“The one bright spot in the 
whole situation is the fact that 
the support of Edmonton rugby 
fans will be concentrated on the 
junior aggregations this fall. This, 
coupled with good playing, should 
go a long way toward increasing 
the popularity of the fall sport. 

“The type of rugby is also 
bound to improve. Senior men 
on the various junior teams are 
in a position to give the younger 
men many good pointers. Next 
year the 1933 teams will be well 
up in playing strength and it is 
to be hoped that senior teams will 
be fielded again during the next 
year or two.”
